A fire early today at Neye- 
nesch Printers, Inc., 2750 
Kettner Blvd., caused at least 
$10,000 damage to printing 
supplies and paper stock. 

Robert H. Neyenesch, pres¬ 
ident of the firm, said flames 
that started in an indoor trash 
can spread through a vent 
and ignited paper in the stock 
room.
